And theſe precedent Realons, were the ſole Motives whereforeT vili-

#4110 FAl- tituled,, The Triſh Fouidence Convided by their own Oaths, - and (ubſcri- 
"i bed by pettifogging William Hetheringtox ; In which, atter his wonted 
raſcally impudence, he reflects upon Fryan Heyns, viz. That I/eyns was 
one of the foreſaid Evidences that forfwore himſclf about the [rib Po- 
pilh Plot : Therefore Heyns, to acquit himſelf of that Reproach , is

uires, Moreover, Heyns declares before God and the world, he never 
was bribed by David litz-Gerald, as Hetherington alledges in his (aid 
Pamphlet, mich lets managed by him, or any man whatloever, to (wear 
againl(t any perion, living or dead ; neicher does he i Imagine Fitz-Ge- 
rald or Hetherington, capacitated to ſuggelt to him, ſuch plenty of reti- 
ned Reafon : for Heyns his natural Genizs was better cultivated, than 
to borrow from ſuch blundred Fountains 3 and better principled , than 
to perjure himic}f through any man's perſuaſions. Had Feyrs no other 
reaſon to eſchew Fitz: Gerald's company, but how he brought his own 
chiet Sir Toh Fitz-Gerald to trouble, 'tis a convincing argument to 
him, he would never be true to a aan altogether a ſtranger to him, as 
Feyns was ; beitdes, he can ſafely vouch, That he has not been in F:its- 
Gerald's company one quarter of an hour, (ince Heyrs has been recon- 
ciled to His Majeſty ; And, to (peak the truth, Heyzs has lo little a kind- 
ne{s for him, that he never lalutes him paſſing by 3 and in this point, he 
follows King James's Rule, who was wont to (ay, He never loved a Dos 
that bit bis own Tail, Aud notwithſtanding all theſe lucid demonſtrati- 
ons, Heyns mult be managed by Fitz-Gerald, becauſe Hetherington 
zipſe dixit : But this, with divers other acervations of Villany, are tallly 
imputed to Heyns, by the peſtiferous 7resbyterians, that Bane of Man- 
kiad, to alleviate their preſent nefarious Conſpiracy againſt the King and 
Government.

But /7etherington's main ſcope 1n ſpattering of the Iriſh Witnciis, and 
herding himlelf with the F/ bigs, is, becauſe he may one dav have Repri- 
fals in heu of his own fictitious Lands,upon my Lore of Or-ozd'sctare, 
when the I ork 3s effefed, as the Thanatiques phraſe it x for they are 
{till fo inchanted. that they believe the Cauſe will be (11 Upih notwithe 
{tanding all oppoſition; and this gratification will be granted him by 
the Republican Party of Fxgland and Ireland, for his affidual and inde- 
fatipable care, by endeavouring to extirpate the Family of the Strarts, 
and their Adhercnts ; and, perhaps, as I have heard him ſay, be remune- 
rit:4 with the honour of being Lord-Lieutenant of Jrelard ;, fo that 
you may lee he aims at no ſmall matter, but reſolves to follow the old 
ſaying, Si violandum et jus regnandi gratia violandum eſt. Burt let 
Fetherington and the Factious learn, that our Sovereign's great wiſdom 
extends as far as His Regal Power ; and that His Royal and mature cir- 
cumfpection, has and will obviate the prepoſterous deligns of thoſe Se-

Amongſt 
all the Divine Graccs and Bleffings beſtowed upon that Sacred Prince, 
one is, That Hindkerchizfs dipped in his innocent Blood, ( ured very ofter, 
with a touch thercof, the F ings- Evil 3, and thisis a certain truth , that his 
very Enemies cannot impugn er gain-ſav. Truly I may ſay of thole 
Blood-hound Regicides, what the great Tertull;ar pronounced again(t 
the Sins of Sodom and Gomorrha,that Impiet as illa ignium mernit imbres : 
For certainly no man fince the Creation to this day, ever heard or read, 
either in Sacred or Profane Hiſtory, that a King, which had three King- 
doms devolved to Him, by ſomany Ages and legal Succefſions, received, 
Crowned, and Anointed, by the common Suffrage of all His People,ha- 
ving hkewiſe a long while governed, and imoartially adminiſtred the 
Laws, for divers Years, to all His Subjeds, ſhould be at length Tryed, 
and after Sentenced to be Murdered, by a Company of Rake- kennels, 
and lewd Presbyterians. 

Had' His preſent Majeſty (erved theſe Raſcals after His Reſtauration; 
as Alexander the Great did. to the Flenician Slaves, who aflaſſinated 
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their Maſters, and uſurped the Government, to hang them wp ail, there 
would be no Plots this day to diſturb the Nation. Although the old 
Cavaliers and their Children grumble ſometimes of their hard uſage, 
ſince His Majeſties Reſtauration, yet we will not (uffer in ſromwel's Fel- 
low-Raſcals, to ſpurn againſt our Prince , but we will cover the earth 
with our (lain Bodies, ( rather than flinch) to ſupport and perpetuate 
the Rights of the molt Serene and Ancientelt Monarch Charles I. this 
day in the Univerſe, and His lawful Heirs and Succefſors , whole An- 
celtors were Kings of Scotland and Ireland, Three hundred and odd 
Years before the Birth of Chriſt , and this glorious Prince 1s the x1ith 
King of his own Family, asI can prove by an ancient Hiſtory I have by 
me: Nor will our Loyal hearts ever allow our Sanction of any ſpurious 
Oc beſotted Faction, to ſteer the Helm of that Hierarchical Series of Kings. 
Andif our preſent Sovereign were pleaſed to call to mind the Noble 
Actions of his Grandfather Hexry IV. King of France, who ſpared nei- 
ther Civilities nor Careſfles to Gentlemen who ſcrved Him well , he 
could (till find Friends enough to eſpoule His Royal Cauſe, and eaſily al- 
Jay the Pride of His Rebellious Subjects. Tis reported of that Heroick 
Prince Hezry IV. that after he was Crowned King of France, he was 
wont to ſay theſe obliging words to thoſe that tought for him,and faith- 
fully ſerved him, That it was great reaſon they ſhould partake of his Feaſt, 
ſince they ſerved ſo well at his Nuptials with France. Tis allo recorded 
of the ſame Prince , That his very Enemies the Fapiſts, had more confi- 
dence in his Word alone, than in the Writings of others. Thus the prudent 
man never walks, but by ways ſtrait and virtuous; the cunning, on the 
contrary, by paths oblique and wicked. The prudent cannot but be 
generous and good, whil'{t the viher cannot be but baſe, deceitful and 
unworthy. 

To return to our purpoſe: As for my part, I call God to witneſs, 
There is no King in the world T love better than Charles 1], nor no Govern- 
ment under the Sun T love ſo well as Kingly Government. Tis true, I was 
dilcontented, becauſe my Father's Eſtate was given to others , without

in Ireland. 

And whereas 'tis reported by ill-afteted perſons, That his ancient 
Fitate, or what Lands he pretends too, was but 40 /. per annum ; "tis the 
talleſt Lye that ever was ſpoke by any man : For what he had in his 
0% poſſeſſion before the late Wars, beſides (everal Reverſions that fel! 
to him lince, by his Birth-right, if he could have the benefat of them, or 
any other of his Pretenfions, I will maintain is aboye 400 /. per annum 
at this inſtant. IF any queſtions the reality of this Aſſertion, he may 
have an account by the Poſt from the Auditor-General's Office in 7b- 
lin, where he ſhall ſee inrolled a Patent in Flughboy- Feyns, of I eidigane 
his name, and how he held his Lands of the Crown by Knights-Service. 
This 1sno Oftentation, or Vain-glory, but what I am compelled to write 
by th- Laws of Nature, and common Juſtice, to releaſe my Family(who 
can vie in Blood or Deſcent with any in Ireland, though not in Eſtate,

or borrow 'd Honour \ from the waſpiſh tongues of thoſe, v ho itudied 
with all amaritude to [patter me and my Anceitors, for my Loyalty te 
my Prince. 

Fietherington (ays in his ſcurrilous Pamphlet, 7h the Engiiſh Þ 3tzze!- 
ſes herded themſelves with theſe tainted Iriſh Caitle. 1 would have the 
Vagabond Beggar leain to diſtinguiſh betwixt his infamous Raſcars 
which he picked out of all the Gaols in the North of Jreland, and the 
ancient Jriſþ Gentry, who never were contaminated or reputed baſe,un- 
til thoſe Rake-kennels of Oliver's Fellow-Brewers, Tinkers, Coblers, 
Sweep-Chimneys, Carr-men, and Jakes men, &c. were all plamed 12 
Ireland. Thele ſordid and dunghil Viechanicks inftiucted and (emina- 
ted among(t the Jriſh all Vice and Wickedneſs, fo that inſtead of it: 
Virtue and good Nature that was in the ancient Natives, theſe foremeti- 
tioned Raſcals have taught them Diſobedience, and all manner of Villa- 
ny. Sure [I am, the molt profound and learned, both in Goſpel, Law, 
ind Hiſtory of the Noble Fzgli/þ Nation, had formerly. no ill Sent- 
ment of the ancient Triſh, when they celebrated their Excomiums tO

Here could quote the Authority of many other ancient Authors, be- 
ſides our preſent Covereigns moſt Gracious and Royal words 1n extolling 
the 7ri/h Nation ; but this taſte (hill Cathce , to let all rational men un- 
derſtand the good opinion the Frgliſh had of the Jriſh 1a former Ages, 
And that the defection of Virtue in fome few /riſh, had its emanation

and uncharitable Fury of ſome men, who think it 2 great argument of the

[n another place, the ſame Royal Martyr ſays, ( treating ſtill of the 
{ame Rebellion ) © That Men are more erzedy. to kill the Bear for his

* being more beneficial, than the charity of ſaving their Lives, or reform- 

** ip their Errors. 

And this this Wiſe and moſt Chriſtian Prince, conſidered the Ty- 
rannical Uluage, of the Triſh, under thoſe helliſh Fieads, the Presbytes 
rians, who, in thoſe days, governed Trelznd, and forced the Natives to 
Red-l, of parp3ie to ger their Eltates, as w2 afterwards faw by wotut 
EXPETIENCE. 

The Emperour Hororivs was of the ſame Sentim=nt with our Royal]

out of the Three Kingdoms, or ſtigmatized 1n_the For J 
ou1th them Trom the King's hege people ; then every honeſt man could 
1t under hts own Vine, and our King, live in his Throne with Honour, 
Tranquility, Peace and Plenty , hourly enjoying the Fruition of the 
hearts 2nd affeQions of His Loyal Subjects, until it pleaſed the Almighty 
to call Him to Himſelf, and crown Him with immortal Glory, 

Let the FVhigs, with all laudable Apology,ſhroud their oblique Tran- 
{:&:ons, and preſent Conſpiracy againſt the King, and Government, and 
pretend to all the Loyalty and Innocency 1n nature, none will believe 
them, that has the leait ſpark of reaſon; for,to my certain knowledge, 
they have been a plotting theſe many years, toplant a Commonwealth 
in Fzgland and Jreland, &c. And this is eaſily made manifeſt, by their 
frequent Libelling againſt His Majeſty 3 =” criminating Him of Inceſt 

wyh 
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with the Dutcheſs of P , intimating that ſhe was the Earl of 
St. Alban's Daughter, by the late Queen-mother of Ergland. 

Another Libel I ſaw, reflecting upon the King's Natural Children : 
That His Majeſty had Fifty five Royal Baſtards, Boys and Girls, belides 
thoſe that were in the Panniers : That theſe, in time, would devour the 
Three Kingdoms, unleſs they were all knocked 1n the Head : That it 
was a deed of Charity tocruſh the old Serpent, mcaning the King, leſt 
He would fill the Land with His Lecherous Brood.
